D ebereas divers good Laws and Statutes have Heretofoze with great care and 
r piꝛovidence been made and Enacted foz the due obſervation of Lene, and other 
days appointed foz Fiſh-days, as well foz the ſparing and increaſe of Fleſh⸗ 
Uictuals, as foz the maintenance of the Navy, and Shipping of this Realm, 
vy the encouragement of Fiſhermen to go to the Seas foꝛ the taking of Fiſh; 
Fu which Laws and Politique Conſtitutions have heretofoze been quickned by 
ſundzy P2oclamations, and other Acts and O2dinances of State, in the 
|! times of Our Royal Pzedeceſſozs, and by a Pꝛoclamation ſet foꝛth by Us the 
Twenty ninth of January laſt. And whereas notwithſtanding ſo many good 
. il P2oviſions heretofoze had and made in that kinde, all ſoꝛts of people have foz 
many years laſt paſt, taken upon them ſucha liberty to kill, dꝛels, and eat fleſh 
in the Lene ſeaſon, and on other days and times pꝛohibited, as now it is become lo inveterate, and evil, 
it will require moꝛe then oꝛdinary care to redzeſs the lame: Me therefoze much affecting the re⸗ 
foꝛmation of ſo grtat and growing an evil, which is lo great an enemy to the plenty of this Dur King⸗ 
dom, have thought fit thus timely (the better to take away all pꝛetences of excuſe) to expzeſs Our Self 
and Our Nopal Commandment in this behalf; whereof Tae ſhall expect, and do require from all Pur 
loving Suvjects, that due notice be taken, and that a ſtrict conkoꝛmity be yielded thereunto. And koz a⸗ 
voiding df inconveniences hereafter, Our will and pleaſure is, that the Lozd Mayoz of Dur Cityot | 
London, and the Juſtices of Peace of Our City of Weſtminſter, and the Liberties thereof, ſhall hereaf= | 


ter yearly, every year befoze Lene, oꝛ at the beginning thereof, cauſe all Inholders, Keepers of oꝛdi 
Tables, Cooks, Butchers, Uictuallers, Alehouſe-keepers and Laverizes within the aid Citi 8 
Liberties thereof, to appear befoze them, and ſhall take Recognizances, with two ſufficient Sureties of 
every of thein cviz,) the Paincipal in Fozty pounds, and their Sureties in Twenty pounds apiece to Pur 
ule, That the Butchers ſhall kill no fleſh in Lene, and that the other perſons before mentioned, ſhall not 
dꝛels, noꝛ ſuffer any fleſh to be eaten in their houles in the Lent time, oꝛ at any time pꝛohibited, contrary 
to Law. And to the end that Fiſhermen may imploy themſelves at Sea with better encouragement then 
heretotoꝛe, and that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themſelves with ſuch ſtoꝛe from time to time hereaf- 
ter, as (hall be expedient, as well foꝛ the pꝛobiſion of the City, as foꝛ ſelling the ſame at reaſonable rates, 
We will that they take notice of this Pur Commandment, and conſtant reſolution fo2 obſervance of 
Lene, and Fiſh-days, both now and hereafter, as by Law is required. 
And kurthermoꝛe, as We think it fit that every man ſhould be a rule of oꝛder and abſtinence in his own 
houle, as well in reſpect of the publique, as of his pzivate eaſe and benefit; lo We ſtreightiy Charge and 
Command all Inholders, Keepers of oꝛdinary Tables, Poulterers, Uictuallers, Cooks, Alehouſe-keep- 
ers, and Laverners, not to make any Supper foꝛ any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoever upon Friday nights, 
either in Lene 02 out of Lene, noz ſuffer any meat to be then d2efſed, uttered, ſold, oz eaten in their houſes 
Upon pain of ſuch puniſhment as is due to thoſe that ſhall contenn Our Royal Pleaſure and Command⸗ 
ment, and as by due courle of the Laws may be inflicted. And foꝛalmuch as upon further advice and 
conlideration had of this inconveniency, which to much liberty hath occaltoned, Ne conceive that the re⸗ 


ſtraint of Killing and Pꝛeſling of Fleſh is no ſufficient remedy alone foꝛ theſe miſchiets, unleſs there be 
better care alſo taken to ſuppꝛeſs the untawful and ino2dinate eating of Fleſh in the time of 2 And 


on other days and times pꝛohibited ere wi ur Sub 
themſelves, rather koꝛ delicacy then 9 * I Sorts have toz ſeveral years palk accuſtomed 2 
accoꝛdingly Me do hereby ſtreightly pꝛohibit, and fozbid all Dur Suvjects ot what degree oz quality coe⸗ 


ver within this Realm, to eat any manner of Fleſh in the time of Lene, oꝛ on other days, now uſually 
obſerved as Fiſh-days, without a ſpecia! Licence fizſt obtained fzom the Biſhop of the Diocels, oz 
ſuch other as by the Law have power to give Licence in that behalf, accozding to Our Laws in 
that caſe pꝛovided, which We Will and Command ſhall be ſparingly granted. And as thele Pur 
O2ders are to be executed in Pur Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the places near to the 
ſame: lo it is Pur expꝛels Pleaſure and Commandment, that Dur Juſtices of Peace in all Shires 
Within their Rule, and all other Mayozs, Bayliffs, and chief Officers in Towns Cozpozate, oz 
in any Liberties Within their Pzecincts, ſhall cauſe the ſame to be obſerved and perfo2med in like 
manner; further Charging and Commanding the Lozd Mayo? of Pur City of London, the Juſti⸗ 
ces of Allize in their ſeveral Circuits, the Mayozs and chiek Officers of all other Cities, and 
Towns Cozpozate, Juſtices of Peace, Lo2ds of Liberties, and all other Officers and Miniſters within 
the ſeveral Counties of this Our Realm, that they and every ok them fully obey this Our Pleaſure, and 
cauſe the ſame to be obeyed and executed by others, as they will anl wer the contrary at their utmoſt perus. 
And fo2 the due execution of the pzemiſes in all other the Counties of this Our Realm, as well as in Pur 
Cities of London and Weſtminſter, We do hereby ſtreightly Charge and Command all Dur Jultices of 
Peace within the lame Counties, as well within Liberties as without, that yearly, and every year hereat- 
ter befoze Lene, they cauſe to come and appear befoze them, all keepers of ozdinary Tables, Jnholders, 
Poulterers, Cooks, Taverners, Alehoule-keepers, Butchers, and other Uictuallers whatſoever, and to 
require and take of them to Dur uſe ſeveral Recognzances, with Sureties foꝛ the obſervation of the pꝛe⸗ 
miles; (viz.)the Principals in Tenpounds,and their two Sureties in Five pounds apiece. And if they ſhall 
refuſe oꝛ neglect to enter into ſuch 8 then the ſaid Juſtices ſhall luppꝛels ſuch perſons lo refu⸗ 
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other Officers, as well within Liberties as without, to whoin it ſhall appertain, ſhall

ling from Uictualling any moze, and ſhall alſo cauſe them foꝛthwith to become bound by Recognizance with 
Sureties to Dur uſe ; (viz. ) The Principals in Twenty pounds, and their two Sureties in Ten pounds 
apicce, not to Mictual, oz ſell Bcer, oz Ale from hencefo2th:which it they (hall. refuſe to do, then the ſaid Ju⸗ 
ices to commit to Pꝛilon all ſnchperſons ſo refuſing to enter into ſuch Kecognizances, until they ſhall lub⸗ 
mit themſelves and become bound as afo2cſaid. And further all ſuch Keepers of oꝛdinary Tables, Inhold⸗ 


ers, Cooks, Taverners, Alehoulc-keepers, Butchers, and other Uictuallers as ſhall not appear befoze 


the ſaid Juſtites as afozcſaid, That they may immediately ſend foꝛth their Warrants, oz grant P2oceſſe 


againſt them, and every of them ſo making default, to appear and anſwer their contempt at the next general 


Sellions of the Peace. And further fo2 tke moze due puniſhment of Inholders, Keepers ol oꝛdinary Tables, 


Poulterers, Cooks, Butchers, Uictuallers, Alchonſe-keepers, Taverners, and ſuch like, who ſhall fozfeit 
their Betognizantes by Killing and Dreſsing of Fleſh, oz ſiiffering it to be eaten in their holſes, in the 


Lent-time, and other Fiſh-dayes ; and tothe end that the ſame may be as well taken in due fozm of Law, 


asg dnely certified into Our Exchequer > We do will and require all Juſtices of Peace, as well within Li- 


berties as without, that at ſuch times as they ſhall meet within their ſeveral Diviſions foz the taking of 


uch Recognizances, that they give notice to the Clerk of the Peace oz their Deputies, whom We do here- 


by appoint to take the laid Recognizances, to attend them foz that purpoſe, of whom We Will and require 
-a ſtritt attount, foz the legal taking and returning of the lame Recognizances into Dur laid Exchequer. 
And becauſe theſe directions are fo? the better Oblervation of Oꝛzder, and due keeping of the Lent, accozd- 
ing to Dur Lawes, which Dur Miniſters and Officers are to ſee exetuted of Dffice, without making the 
lame grievous unto Our people, by taking oferceſſive Fees, fo2 their entring into Betognizantes to ob- 
ſerve theſe O2ders 3 Cle therefozetreightly Charge and Command, That no Town-Clerk, Clerk of the 
Peace, oꝛ other Officer ſhall oꝛ do pꝛeſume to demand, oꝛ take any Fees oꝛ reward above the ſumme of Tivelve

ſuch Oꝛder with the ſaid Fiſhmongers, that Dur Subjects be not gricved by any ſuch inhauntement, oz in⸗ 


creaſe of pꝛites upon Fiſh, upon pain of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch further puniſhment as may be in⸗ 


ficted upon them by Dur Lawes. | |
